*How to Give First Aid 
To. Persons Injured in 
Auto Accidents 


IS rather a rare occurrence

PINHERE is no great hurry as a 
tule. Do not bundle thern into 
4 ear and rush them of to a 
hospital aud kall se yveral other 
people in your mad rush. Let 
them alone and give them a 
chance to recover somewhat 
*-om the shock. They are about 
as comfortable on the ground as 
in a hospital ked even if they 
have some broken ribs or arms 
or 2 fractured skull or broken 
hack. They ghould not be moved 
till some one sees them who 
knows what the trouble is and 
sees that it is not made worse 
by careless handling or a rough 
ride in another automobile. 
Many an injured person is made 
worse by being movea before 
{heir injuries are procvected. 
F AN arm or a leg Is cut and 
pleedine freely tie a tight 
tourniquet or bandage around 
the limb above the wound, that 
4s, between the wound and the 
heart. A tourniquet or bandage 
can be made from a belt, or a 
necktie, a big handkerchief or a 
strip of shirt or d1ess. Fold it 
ever and twist into a cord. Place 
it around the limb, tie a tight 
knot, . leave a loop and tie 
another knot. Put a stick in the 
loop and twist till your bandage 
is tight enough to stop the 
bleeding. If the wound is quite 
near a joint, it may be necessary 
to slip an extra pad of something 
smooth and firm just over the 
bleeding artery. This is to get 
acditional pressure on the spot 
through which the blood is es- 
caping. However, keep the band- 
age above the joint. If there is 
a long delay your bandage should 
be-Joosened every 15 minutes to 
allow blood to flow a little. May- 
be it will not need to be so tight 
next time. 
* * * 
O NOT give stimulants. If a 
bone is broken dc not try to 
cet it. Carefully put it in as 
straight and comtortable a posi- 
tion as possible. If you can find 
a shingle or thin board, pad it 
with a sweater or coat or shirt 
and lay the limb comfortably on 
it. Have,the board or splint ex- 
tend beyond both nearest joints 
and fasten snugly around limb 
with bandages or handkerchiefs 
tied, one at each end. A pillow 
or small auto cushion fastened 
around limb makes an excellent 
splint. 
s * * 
F A wound is on the face or 
head or body, cleanse it if 
possible. Put any clean dressing 
over the wound, making a pad 
of it. Then bind tightly to stop 
bleeding. After you have done 
what you can, let the injured 
cones alone. Give them a brief 
chance to recover from the shock 
and fright and they will be in 
better condition when they get 
to the hospital. The doctor at 
the hospital will not attempt 
much until the patient has re- 
covered from the shock. 


QUESTION: “What are good 
remedies for sunburn and poison 
ivy?—J. S.” 

ANSWER: Sunburn should be 
treated just as any other burn 
with soothing ointments. It is 
serious according to the depth 
of the burn and can sometimes 
make one very ill. If there are 
blisters and any raw surfaces 
are exposed, the usual precau- 
tions must be used against pos- 
:tble infection. Poison ivy is 
treated successfully with 5 per- 
cent Tincture of Iron in a 50-50 
solution of water and grain 
alcohol. As a preventative, this 
solution may be used to bathe 
the skin before or immediately 
efter exposure.

Suppose you havewdl 
nice eyes and teeth and no really 
unattractive feature! Then you 
can acquire the good skin, the 
levely hair and the © niccly 
groomed hands that mark you as 
pretty—and you can learn the 
little tricks that make your al- 
leady nice features glamo.ous, 
It is not impossible to gain a 
reputation for loveliness. 

We'll start wilh the skin. It 
rcsponds to nice treatment—but 
more slowly than the hair or 
hands for instance—it 1s such an 
intimate part of you, It's beauty 
is often dulled by the condition 
of your health—not the big 
things but little maiadjustments 
like nervousness, lack of rest, 
Jack of internal cleanlness cor 
not enough exercise and fresh 
air. External lack-of-cleanliness 
is also to blame at times. Skin 
beauty is destroyed by letting 
waste materials clog the pores 
and cause them to enlarge. 

The skin is normally thin and 
transparent. Your complexion is 
nothing more than the color pig- 
ments and the blood in the inner 
layer of skin showing through.

golden bounty of summer lies all 
around us. Rich fields are yield- 
ing their ripened grains, succu- 
lent vegetables come from gar- 
dens and orchards offer their 
colorful, fraprant otlerines-—yet 
{o many they must pass unhecd- 
cd. The depression is not over 
for everyone. Some nave serious- 
ly reduced incomes that mean 
scanty menus. Still others, must 
copend on welfare agencics for 
(hear Caily food. 

Tous of four and thousands of 
cases of evaporated miik are now 
being distributed to these un- 
fortunates. We must help them 
to convert these two mainstays 
oi the diet into nourishing, ap- 
petizing dishes. Many home- 
makers must struggle along with 
lack of information and without 
the aid of practical suggestions. 
To meet the situation, compan- 
ies and organizations. have 
worked out recipes to guide such 
families. 

Plenty of milk and bread sup- 
plemented with the cheapest 
leafy vegetables like cabbage, 
spinach and field greens with 
oranges or tomatoes — several 
times a week will furnish a dict 
that will maintain toe health of 
the individuals as well as appe- 
{izing low cost dishes on tne 
economy menu. Canned milk 
should be mixed with an equal 
quantity of water for drinking 
and served either hot or cold. 
plain or with a dasn of cimua- 
mon, nutmeg or salt. 


Canned Milk for Eaking 


Use canned milk treely in 
baked tcods for ths fine flavor 
and the food value that it adds. 
Here is the recipe for a light- 
bread that is good and is easy 
to make. Crumble two cakes of 
compressed yeast into a bowl, 
add two tablespoons sugar and 
one-third cup burely warm 
water. When soft add three cups 
of liquia (diluted canned milk, 
half and half), four teaspoons 
salt and two tablespoons melted 
fat. Add ten cups flour all at 
once and work in thoroughly 
with the hands. 

When the dough is well mixed, 
knead it gently in the bowl until 
smooth, round it up, put in a 
sreased bowl and set in a warm 
place to rise. When the bread 
hes doubled in bulk, knead the 
dough and let rise again. Divide 
the dough into four portions and 
let stand, covered, for fifteen 
minutes then shape into loaves 
and put into greased pans. Let 
rise for an hour then bake in a 
hot oven fifteen minutes. Reduce 
the heat and continue baking 
for thirty to forty minutes. This 
makes four loaves. 


Cottage Pudding 


For cottage pudding, cream 
two tablespoons of fat with one 
cup of sugar until light, then add 
an egg and beat well. Add one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract. 
Sift together two cups of flour, 
one-half teaspoon sait and four 
teaspoons baking powder and 
add alternately with one cup of 
diluted milk to the creamed mix- 
ture, Bake in a square layer cake 
pan in a moderate oven. Serve 
warm or cold with the following 
sauce:

If he naps too long 
in the afternoon, ne won't be 
sleepy when bedtime comes 
around. Also from three on gives 
him plenty of time in which to 
exert Rimse!f stretching, reach- 
ing, climbing, kicking or cooing 
to work up an appetite for din- 
ner. Baby should eat alone at 
5:30 or six, whichever hour his 
mother finds most convenient. 
And at 6:30 he shoulu be put to 
bed. 

Respect Baby’s Routine 


Many parents make the mis- 
take of keeping baby awake be- 
yond his bedtime to enjoy him. 
They do not keep him up long— 
just a half hour or an hour— 
but long enough to_ interfere 
with his sleep and make him 
cranky. If he blinks or yawns or 
whimpers, the family thinks he 
looks cute. 

There should be no company 
while he is being fed. A baby 
finds it hard enough to stick to 
the business of eatins without 
being talked to or ::1oked or 
otherwise distracted. He becomes 
confused and does not know 
whether to play or eat. Usually 
he does a little of both. Or gives 
up the latter for play, much to 
bis mother’s annoyance. A baby 
should be served at a time and 
place where there are no dis- 
tractions to take his mind from 
his food.

If the evening meal 1s attend- 
ed by excitement, just try and 
put baby to bed later! It is 
pleasanter by far when one is a 
baby to be handled and dandled 
than to go to sleep in a dark 
room alone. It raises false hopes 
if a young fellow has been played 
with to be walked off to bed 
suddenly. It is as if mother said: 
“Here, young one, we have had 
enough of you for one day. 
Sleep.” It isn’t fair and it isn’t 
reasonable. Any self - respecting 
baby will protest loudly. And, of 
course, all babies are self-re- 
specting before they are any- 
thing else. Mothers must. begin 
to be considerate of their feel- 
ings while they still are—very 
young.

An Indian Prince Is 
Exiled . . . The Riggs 
Family and the Sioux 


| alespinies best orator, the Maha- 

rajah of Alwar, recently ar- 
rived in London, under comrul- 
sory exile from his State, be- 
cause of misgovernment. 

The Maharajah is a strange 
man, an eccentric genius. The 
ordér for his exile resulted from 
avrarian unrest in Alwar. Brit- 
ish troops were sent by the Vice- 
roy to festore peace, but the con- 
ditions of peace as laid down by 
the authorities were opposed by 
the Maharajah, who said he was 
unwilling to carry them out. 

Consequently, the Viceroy of 
Inda ordered him into exile and 
appointed Mr. F. V. Wylie, of the 
Indian Civil Service, as Prime 
Minister to conduct the admin- 
» tration of Alwar during the na- 
tive Frince’s enforced absence. 

When the Maharajah arrived 
in England with a retinue of six- 
teen, he traveled to London ina 
private ear from which all lea- 
ther had been réesnoved, his re- 
livlon korbidauing any contact 
with leather. 

The Indian Prince speaks per- 
fect English, but he is critical of 
Britsh institutions and British 
tule, Tall and wiry an appear- 
ance, the Maharejah usually 
wears European clothes, well cut, 
but wth exeggerated padued 
shoulders ike a typical racetrack 
dandy. He w.ops this costume 
with a hat of his own design, a 
sort of biretta of blue velvet, 
decorated vith a large diamond 
star. 

Like many extravagant per- 
sons, the Maharajah has gener- 
ous impulses. Not long ago he 
had himself weighed on a scale 
ugainst a quantity of silver. The 
silver was then distributed 
among the poor. He has always 
ved extravagantly, and one of 
the causes of tne Meo rebellion, 
which was the start of the trou- 
ble in Alwar, was the stringency 
of his taxes. 

He owns six palaces in Alwar, 
and although there are not more 
tran: -taferiiw ribet. of reads: to 
traverse, the Maharajah keeps 
eight automobiles for his per- 
sonal use. He rules over a pop- 
ulation of 750,000 subjects and 
his Statean area of 3,185 miles. 
He is a colonel in the British 
Army, and his regiments, which 
served in the World Wag, also 
participated in the relief of Pe- 
king in 1900. 


* * * 


ITTING BULL, the fighting 
Sioux, was befriended by a 
paleface named Riggs and a 
Riggs buried him. Some weeks 
ago, Frederick B. Riggs, a de- 
scendant of the Indian Chief’s 
friend, retired as principal of the 
Indian Normal Training School 
at Santee, Nebraska, which was 
founded by his family in mem- 
ory of Sitting Bull and for the 
service o: his tribe of Sioux 
Indians. 

In 1837, Stephen R. Riggs and 
his wife, Mary, who was educated 
by Mary Lyon, founder of Mount 
Holyoke College, rode over the 
pJains west of the Mississippi 
River to the frontier settlements 
as missionanes to the Sioux 
They had a tough job at first. 

The Sioux tribe, a spirited, 
turbulent people, fond of buffalo 
hunting and proud of their war 
exploits aguinst frontiersmen, 
were slow to conversion to 
Christianity. But the Riggses 
stayed on until the uprising cf 
1862, in which 600 settlers were 
killed, when, protected by Cnris- 
tian Indians, they escaped 10 
Minneapolis, They returned to 
continue th@ir labors among the 
hundreds of Indians in military 
prison camps, until the Indians 
were moved to Nebraska and the 
Dakotas. It was Thomas L. Riggs. 
son of Stephen, who buried Sit- 
ting Bull, after he had been 
kiNed by a policeman in 1890. 

In 1870, Alfred Riggs, olaest 
son of Stephen and Mai», found- 
ed the Santee school, the firs: 
such institution amcng_ the 
Sioux, and in 1916, Altied’s old- 
est son, Frederick became prile- 
cipal. His retirement, 2 short 
time ago, conc:udes n.nety-six 
years’ of continuo; service by 
the Riggs family 1. the Fioux 
Indians. 

During this pericd the normel 
school has enroll carly 5,009 
students ard :traiurd nearly hali 
the preachers, teachers, govern- 
ment emp‘syces ana wher edu- 
cated leaders of itc Cioux.
